My reply to your letter of the 17th has been 
unavoidably delayed a few days. 


While my study of the first national banks to 
be opened has been limited, due to pressure of other 
work, і have made inquiry previously ав to whether or 
not banks were chartered in 1863 in the order in which 
applications were received, and I have not been able to 
secure a satisfactory answer. I have not had an oppor- 
tunity to study carefully all histories which I have 
received. My own hunch based on what 1 have been able 
to read is that politics probably played a greater part 
than anything else in the ability of a group of citizens 
to have their bank get a low charter number. The follow- 
ing, quoted from a history published by The First National 
Bank and Trust Company of New Haven, Conn. might possibly 
elartfy your question to some extent: 


"Shortly after The National Bank Act was passed, 
at а meeting held in the office of Mayor Welch, early in 
March, Messrs. Harmanus M. Welch, James E. inglish, Amos 
F. Barnes and Daniel Trowbridge agreed to form & bank under 
the new act, with a Capital of $500,000;and, as the law 
required at least five stockholders, Mr. Elisha N. Welch, 
of Bristol, Connecticut, was associated with them. At that 
time, Mr. Harmanus M. Welch subscribed for 1,000 shares of 
the stock and each of the others took 500 shares. The 
preliminary certificate of incorporation was forwaréed to 
Washington on May 2nd, and after being returned for correc- 
tion, it was again sent in on May 25th in an amended forn. 


"As the first organization to file its certificate, 
‘the First National Bank was entitled to receive the first 
certificate, but Mr. Jay Cooke, who had been of great service 
to the government in negotiating its loans, was desirous of 
having Charter No.l for The First National Bank of Philadel- 
phia. Mr. James E. English, who was one of the influential 
organizers and stockholders in the New Haven bank, was at 
this time in Washington as а member of Congress, and on 
behalf of the bank he courteously withdrew its claim of 
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Astor, Lenox and Tilden Foundations

In reply to your letter of February 17 you will find 
inelosed а list of the national banks whose charter numbers 
were from one to fifty, giving the date of charter and the 
present status of each association. 


You wil! note that the charter nuuber of The First 
National Bank of Richmond, Indiana is 17 instead of 45 as stst- 
ed in your letter. 


You are further sdvised that the nuubers preceding 
the titles of the sixty-six national banks listed on Page 60 of 
the Annual Report of the Secretary of the Treasury for the per- 
iod ended June 20, 1865, were not the charter numbers of the 
banks but merely the order in which the banks were listed.

"We missed by just one hour becoming the first national bank in the whole United 
States instead of No. 17." 


Then he told this story: Thirteen men, headed by Mark E. Reeves and his brother, 
James E. Reeves, organized The First National Bank of Richmond on June 30, 1863. 
Financial conditions at the time were so uncertain, that it took an expert in tle 
banking business to tell what bank notes were good and what were not. The question 
was not as to the note being counterfeit or genuine, but whether the particular 
bank that issued the note had suspended payment. You had to be an expert to know. 


The Civil War was on, and to risk capital in a national bank required great courage 
and also confidence in the federal administration. 


Under theae conditions the organizers met and elected James Reeves president of the 

new organization, and authorized him to go to Washington and take with him the necessary 
amount of United States Government bonds to deposit with the Treasurer of the United 
States to secure the local Bank's charter. 


Mr. Reeves set out by train, and, while travelling through Maryland, the train was 
attacked and Overrun by Mosby's guerrilla band, a Southern contingent that was 
carrying the Civil War up into the North. The guerrillas collected the baggage of 
the passengers, including Mr. Reeves! satchel containing the bank's bonds, and threw 
them in a pile on the ground. 


Mr. Reeves was a calm and mild-mannered little Quaker who had just a bit of guile. 
Noting his own satchel amoung those in the pile, he asked the bandit nearby, "Will 
thee be good enovgh to hand me that small valise?" 


The bandit, apparently thinking it had already been searched, handed the grip to 
Mr. Reeves intact. After an hour the train was allowed to proceed. 


That brief delay was all that kept the First National Bank of Richmond from being 
the first bank chartered under the new National Bank Act of 1863. Actually, since 
a number of the banks chartered before that heave closed, Richmond's First National 
now holds the fifth oldest national bank charter in the country, the oldest in 
Indiana.

“the First National Bank of rhiladelphia was the 
first bank to be incorporated under the new National sank 
Act. In this bank Jay Cooke & Co. were the moving spirits, 
and they contributed largely to the capital. ‘they also 
became of invaluable assistance to secretary of Treasury 
Salmon r. Chase, and later, to secretary William Pitt 
Fessenden, and to this firm is due most of the credit for 
the successful financing of the War. 


"ihe First National Bank of Stamford was the fourth 
bank to be chartered under the new national sank Act and was 
given Charter No.4, which since has been held continuously, 
and is now the charter number of the present bank. It was 
started with $200,000 capital, consisting of two thousand 
shares, par value $100 a share. ‘the sank commenced business 
July 1, 1863, in the Seely block, etc. etc." 


And from the rebruary 26, 1938 issue or the american 
рапкег, as follows: 


“With the signing of the national Currency Act, it 
became imperative that the system as comtemplated in the 
Act should become operative with а minimum of delay. то 
оесгеїагу Chase fell the responsibie task of finding ап 
individual thoroughly qualified for the important work of 
organizing the Office of the Comptrolier of the Currency 
and launching the National Banking System. 


"Hugh McCulloch, the president of the State Bank of 
Indiana, came to Washington in 1862 for the purpose of 
opposing the establishment of & national banking system. 

It seemed, therefore, somewhat of a paradox when on May 9, 
1865, Secretary Chase appoknted him the first Comptroller 
of the Currency. But he had finally come to recognize the 
need of a national banking system. His original working 
force consisted of five clerks and a messenger. 


"A little over a month after his appointment, the 
first national bank was chartered. This was The First 
National Bank of Philadelphia, which received its charter 
on June 20, 1863, and is still in active operation. The 
distinction of being the first bank to open for business, 
however, went to The First National Bank of Davenport, Iowa, 


which opened for business June 29, 1863" 


There was evidently quite а lapse of time between the 
filing of an application, receipt of charter, and commencement 
of business, which is still the normal procedure. 

I trust that this material may be of some assistance to 


you, and I would be interested in receiving а copy of your 
newspaper story when it is published.

Further evidence of the race for Charter No.l is revealed in the following account 
which appears in a series of historical sketches published by The First National 
Bank of Richmond, Indiana, in 1938: 


"А delay of an hour prevented the bank from becoming the first 
national bank of the entire United States, instead of the l7th. James 
Ee Reeves, having been elected president of the organization, was 
authorized by the directors to proceed to Washington and to take with 
him the necessary amount of United States Government bonds to deposit 
with the treasurer of the United States to thus enable the local bank 
to bécome a national institution. While traveling through Maryland, the 
train was attacked and overrun by Mosby's guerrilla band, a Southern 
contingent which was carrying the Civil War up into the North, The 
guerrillas collected all the baggage of the passengers, which they threw 
into a pile on the ground, including Mr. Reeves! satchel containing the 
bank's bonds, 


"Mr, Reeves noted his own satchel among those in the pile and 
asked the bandit nearby: ‘Will thee be good enough to hand me that small 
valise?! The bandit, probably thinking it had been searched, handed 
the valise over to Mr. Reeves intact. .After an hour the train was 
allowed to proceed but that hour's delay deprived the Richmond institution 
of the first place in the whole Nation."

It was at this time the bank 
moved to the 643 Wabash 
Avenue facility. The 
McKeen building was then 
sold to the Wabash Reality 
Company. 

In the 1950's. the top 
two floors of the building 
were removed. The statue 
of Mercury was salvaged 
and placed in the Historical 
Museum of the Wabash 
Valley on South Sixth 
Street in Terre Haute. 

The remaing floor of the 
McKeen building today 
houses Rogers Jewelers. 
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Last week's column began the story of the Terre Haute First National Bank, oldest bank іп 
the city. tracing its growth and merger of several pioneer banking institutions which have 
served the city through more than 140 years of its development from a tiny village to a thriving 
city 

Demas Deming Jr had entered the banking business with his father when he was only 16 
years of age. Known as the "boy banker" because of his tender years. he became a stockholder 
in the First Natiofial Bank in 1868 by an exchange of interest with D W Minshall. who joined 
McKeen under the firm name of McKeen & Minshall. while Deming became president of First 
National. 

In 1876. McKeen & Minshall moved into their own banking home at the northwest corner of 
6th and Wabash Ave.

Company. still a private bank with no power of issue. 


In 1905. because of a change | ` 


in legislation applying to 
private banks. McKeen & 
Company became Mckeen 
National Bank, which had. in 
1894. built a new bank building 
on the south side of Wabash 
Ave.. between 5th and 6th (this 
is now the Branch Bank of 
Terre Haute First National at 
513 Wabash Ave). This was! 
the First McKeen National 
Bank. 

Almost at the same time as 
the organization of thei 
Southern Bank. the Prairie! 
City Bank was organized and 
took up its quarters in the 


same building. just two doors | 


south C. W Barbour was 
president. with Callom H. 
Bailey as cashier The bank 
rapidiy became an 
outstanding Terre Haute 
insitution. 

In the summer of 1854. it 
moved into a building erected 
for 115 own use on the north 
side of the square. a 
three-story brick. the second 
building west of 3rd St After 
15 years in this location. it 
followed the eastward trend of 
business and moved into new 
quarters in 1869 on the east 
side of 6th Street. north of the 
alley south of Wabash Ave.. 
where it occupied a part of the 
room with the 
newly-organized Terre Haute 
Savings Bank. John S. Beach 
had become cashier in 1856. 
and was president at the time 
of the removal and its failure 
in 1893 


The United States Trust 
Company. organized in 1902. 
merged in 1927 with the Terre 
Haute National Bank. In 1932 
another merger joined the 
Terre Haute National Bank 
with the First McKeen 
National Bank to form the 
Terre Haute First National 
Bank. located at 643 Wabash 
Ave. 
Formerly used by the 
United States Trust 
Coompany. the bank building 
at 643 Wabash Ave., after 
being completely remodeled 
inside and out. held its formal 
opening June 18. 1928: 
Outstanding mural 
decorations were installed in 
the lunettes of the 
dome-shaped ceiling. These 
were painted by Vincent 
Aderente. fam ous New York 
artist. whose works are to be 
found in some of the finest 
public buildings. churches and | 
theates of the country The 
color scheme of the bank's 
interior was planned to 
conform with the artist's 
painting in blue and gold 
Painted in oil on canvas. the 
larger-than-life figures were 
designed to appear life size 
when viewed forty feet from 
the level of the floor 

The east side of the rear 
window shows the figure of 

"Thrift" holding a chest. The 

other figure is being crowned 

with "Success" resulting from 
saving and banking methods. 

On the west side of the rear 

window. the figure holding the 

cornucopia represents 

"Wealth." backed by the 

figure representing "Power"

The west side mural 
features a figure in the center 
hovering over a widow and 
orphans. depicting the trust 
department and savings for 
protection and care 

The north section of the 
mural shows a figure with 
mines and toiling in coal. 
metals, etc. The south section 
of this wall mural features a 
figure with produce 
representing agriculture and 
farming. 

On the east wall of the bank. 
the center portion features a 
figure with a globe and cog 
wheel depicting travel and 
continuous industry and 
transportation. including the 
telephone and telegraph. 

The north section of this 
mural shows a figure with 
factories indicating industry 
and manufacturing. The south 
section shows a figure with 
mercury staff, emblem of 
carriers and transportation. 
import. exports and tourists. 
The figure looks into the sky 
where an airplane resembling 
Lindberg's "Spirit .of St. 
Louis" is shown. This is the 


first time in the hsitory of 
mural decoration that an 
atrplance was included in the 
symbolic painting. One of the 
largest paintings of its kind. 
the canvases took over six 
moths to complete and cost 
over $2.500 

The Terre. Haute First 
National Bank still carries the 
charter number of 47. having 
been the 47th national bank to 
be established їп this country 

This local financial 
institution. of which Terre 
Haute is justly proud. went 
through the famous "bank 
moratorium” in 1933 and was 
one of the first five banks im 
the entire State of indiana 
permitted to open on the first 
day following the expiration of 
President Franklin D 
Roosevelt s moratorium.
